It 
was the lust time sinee the inaugur- 
ation ot l.meoln in I b b l , when the na- 
tion f iced the eriMs of civil war, that 
troops had guarded the line of maich. 
A raw wind trom tho noithvvest set 
every standard snapping wildly. 
But 


despite the \\ind and lovveimg clouds, 
almost e v e i v loot of \antaeg space 
along the mile-lom, wav was occupied 
and the gieat reviewing stands, win- 
dows, balconies and house tops held 
thousands mine.
